Dear Ccnurade Editor 

I probably am one of the earliest readers, of your esteegsKi 
magaslne, Za Sjmim Qkea?^.

With your permission I shouM 
like, however, to direct your attention to anoths r problem Which 
Should be of great Interest to our readers in Poland and in the 
tJkralne. I have in mind the idea of starting in your ssi^slne a new 
political discussion on the present misunderstandings between the 
USSR and CFR. These matters are of such lmpc»rtsciee that they 
deserve to be widely end properly discussed. It seems to me that 
your ma^zine is suitable for the discussion of this problemi in ail 
its aspects, including also the position of those Ukrainian ©eHOBunleta 
who are not going to undersign bllMly everyiailng Which is done by 
Ct^ade Hiklta Sergayvich Khruslwhev and the present CC CRSU.

This 
does not mean, of course, lhat I approve of everything being done by

truth 8C8B»nh«re in the aiddle. It Beeaus to ae, that both sitea 
indulged in eerlous mistakee aaid both aides are ri^t on Mny issues | 
and, therefore, only by eombining end un&ing the just positions of 
both sides can ve find the vay tovazd. solution of the eonfliet and 
farther strengthening of eoattunism. 

Allow m first of all to point out s<»e ooB*sided, rather vague 
and subjeetive and unjust eeeusaii<ms direeted by the CTSU against 
the CPC. until r^ently, I too agreed with these aeeusations but 
after having bee<»e fttiliar with the position of the OC CPC, I bad to 
change ay opinion in fav<»* of the CPC in epite of everything. Let us 
take, for inetanee, the fiwstioin of peeee and war and look at it from 
the point of view of further extension of eonBunisa. CC CF^ 
elaliBS wrongly that tha CPC relies only on war at ^ instrument of 
world revoluti(sx. Bow I am eonvineed that the CPC donaiders war <mly 
as one of the possible and extreme aeens thieh cannot be excluded, 
and this is absolutely ri^t, la my opinicm. To eesert that ^because of 
therao»nuelear weapons war is cosgtletely i^^ssiblsiB not polltioal 
st»i inconsistent with relait^. The seme tn?liee to revolutioisend

upheavals. The CPC doea not exclude the possibility of peaceful take“ 
over of power by eommunlste, but it points out simultaneously that so 
far there has been no such precedence in history. The position of the ; 
CPC entails all possible varietlee of struggle, ineluding revolutlonaryi

end warlike methods, and it quite rightly deiHtz^s that the ^problem of

war to be approached not from tlM angle of fear of the atom bomb but 
frcm a Marxist standpoint by classifying wars eceording to their dees'* 
nature. It is difficult to disagree in that with Chinese Ocxarsdes who 
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ttre iigalfist wtr as sueh as all other eosmmlsts but i^ey are not going 
to real^ froo it if It will be aandatery for tl» Interesta of c<araunliWi. 
•Ihey also rightly folnt out that wars on ssaller e»d larger sealoB 
are always being QoMv«ted but this does not mm that they will 
lead autOBatieiSlly to a nuclmr war. The fact of the auperica?lty of 
ec»B«miaa In its relatloos with CUq^tallsM la the best guarantee of 
the ineapabillty of the latter to blselsQail us with war as it was 
the ease when ea^italiSB possessed s predonlaeaee la etoale weepons. 

Qo0 has to take into aeecunt this fact. Most iaportant, I would 
like t# stress again that our attituda to war ••• eonslatwitly with 
tha positlcm of tiM CPC — haa to be deteralned not by the kind of ^ 
ana eoployed In war but by slaaa*eharaeter of a given war. aiould we 
approaeh this problem differently, thin thle will have nothing in 
eomnon et ell with Marmlsm-Xenlnlem. 

/toother problem: The liberation of peoplea of Asia, A riea, 
and South Amerlea and tJair role in world revolution* It la difficult 
not to agrae with Chinese Comredes who clearly follow the pa«» of 
lenin by pointing out the eigalfieenee of those continents for the 
cause of world caamunlsm. And it must be clear that support of the 
socialist block has to ba directed to further strengthening of 
revolutionary proeeasea in th«& and not towards strengthening of those 
elemmts which are now and will ba even more ao in the future the 
beaia of and counter-revolution. One also cannot Juatify 

the fact that the CC CBSU has broken e series of economic agrewMOnts 
with cm to the detrlmstot of the latter, and Just at the time when 
the C C CBSU was sl»ultaiM»ouBly helping bourgeois gov«rBj»snt8 who 



stm iput ecMmsunists in Jnil and and persaeuta tbem. S\jeb a 
poaition of the CC CPSU ii difficult to raconeila not onljr vith 
Marxlaja-lanlnlaa but ccnmtnlst Bor^la and eosmon hunan logic in 
ganaral, and ri^tfuUy one haa to dlaeam In aueh a folley ao&te

great power ehauvinietie eoaibicationa «hi<^ have nothing in eoaancn 
with iha causa of world revolution. 

SlMsa wa are on the problem of great power idteuviniaaB, I think 
it advisable to point out that this question also merits discussion in 
another aspect, l.e. , not <mly in the Mpaet of intezmal ralati<ms 
within the socialist block and its raleticmshlp with the countries 
of Asia, Africa, and South Agaarlce, but also in the aspect of 
internal relations in the Soviet ^ion IteaXf. Jbst rseently X had 
opportunity to talk to people Who visited Kiev and other cities of the 
Ukraine. Xhey eonfirmad timt Which I knew before, l.e., that the 
CC CPSU not <»ily toleratee but deliberately »\xppo(r1» Busaltti great 
power ehauviniata. Xhe present course of the CC CI^ in naticmalities 
policy has nothing in ootascm vith either the friendship of peoples or 
with sovereignity of the Soviet repRiblles, nor with the leninist 
solution of the nationalltleB problem. GhlMse eomrades have pointed 
rightfully to the dtanger being engexdered by the efforts of comrades 
from the CC CPSU to get an upper hand over, and dictate to ot^er 
communist parties and socialist countries by mmms of dictatorial 
and arbitrary methods. Ikuler the clremstanees, ihen the comrsdes 
in Moscow Indulged themselves in serious devations from i^nuelsm* 
leninism, such efforts on their part are doubly dan^rous for the whole 
communist movement. I think that solution to the problem is to be 
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found not only in initting vltliln tite soolallnt blook (m th« 

bnsis of ofual rlgpita, outual x^s|»et, agz^B«»mt and eoordlnatlon 
batwMm tha ^artiaa and govamninta^ but abova all, in a]|^ioatl<m of 
tboaa SDrlnolplaa in tba Soviat 'Ghlon itaalf. Bfforta to Russify tbs 
Ukraina and otbar a«ti*Ru8Sian ]MK»slas do not only ecnuiiltuta a daailily 
tbraat for Ukrainian «ad other non*Itua8i«ei irorklng naaaas, but ^ay 
alao iMMm vaakimiag of «lio3a oossBunlst Bovaai»t. Contiauati^ 
of arrora fron tfcta tlnsof tha suit of paraonality parvarta tha 
Soviat Onion Into a rapirasimtativa of Russian grant poaar ahauvlnlsn • 
aa it aaa nantlotnid by (Silaasa e^radaa - and dai^vas it (tha Soviet 
lkil<m} of being an axampls for other aocislist aountrlaa. 

As I said in the beginning, X do notigraa vith avaryilxing aasartad 
by the OB CPC. I think, for instanoa, that thalr aholasala juatlfieatlon 
of tha cult of parscmality fraetiead by Stalin - la not right. But 
hare I navarthaltss have to agraa vith than that Stalin vaanot to blase for 
everything and It la not party«Uka to shift all tha blase froa than- 
salves to Stalin's shouldara.
